This letter aims to give all readers of ABSW, true devotees 
of the World Game, a huge pat on the back. 

In our code of football if a player gets a cut and blood starts 
to flow, the referee stops the game immediately. The player 
must be taken from the field of play and treated. If the blood 
canot be satisfactorily stopped from flowing the player must 
be replaced. Surely a sensible decision in these days of blood- 
borne diseases such as HIV and the various forms of hepatitis. 

The sickening photograph published on the back of the 
Monday September 18 edition of both ‘The Australian’ and 
‘The Telegraph Mirror’ was stomach-churning. 

Here were two athletes, from the League code, facing off 
millimetres apart. One on the right appeared to have blood 
round his left eye — their noses were touching.

It's over - Vella plays his last card 


he final resistance 
Te starting a 
revamped national 
soccer league petered out 
in the Federal Court last 
Friday with Soccer 
Australia winning the 
right to kick off its new- 
style competition on 
October 6. 
Axed clubs Melbourne S 
C and Heidelberg gave up 
the battle to be reinstated 
when a Federal Court 
tuling went against them 
earlier in the week.The row 
ended when Parramatta 
Eagles lost its fight to 
block the league starting. 
Although the Federal 
Court, sitting in Melbourne 
on Wednesday, lifted an 
injunction that prevented 
the promotion of the 
league the Eagles last 
Friday applied for a further

interim injunction to halt 
the competition’s kick-off. 

However the 
application, which was 
based on a claim that a 
vote to revamp the 
competition was flawed, 
was dismissed in the 
Federal Court sitting in 
Sydney. 

The Eagles, Heidelberg 
and Melbourne SC were all 
axed from competition 
while Canberra and 
Newcastle, were admitted 
into a 12-team league. 

Mr Justice Whitlam 
made last Friday’s ruling 
after Eagles president 
Sam Vella, representing 
the club in court without a 
lawyer, decided to 
withdraw the application 
after talks during a brief 
adjournment. 

It was the last hurdle in a 
lengthy legal battle which 
has cost the three clubs a 
small fortune and has 
prevented the other clubs 
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from transferring players. 
The outcome also 
secures major sponsorship 
deals which are conditional 
on the league launch on 
October 6. 
Soccer Australian (SA) 


chairman David Hill 
welcomed the end of the 
legal fight. 


“We now have the green 
light to press on with the 
new SA ‘A-League’ which 
will provide Australia with 
the highest quality national 
competition,” Hill said. 

Soccer Australia moved 
last week to dissolve the 
original injunction 
preventing it from starting 
the league after 
stakeholders narrowly 
voted to amend the 
constitution to allow the 
axing of the clubs. 

Neither of the two 
Melbourne clubs objected 
to -the move in the 
Melbourne Federal Court 
last Wednesday and the 


Eagles were left to carry on 
the fight. 

The Eagles based their 
argument, for a further 
injunction, on a claim that 
the voie at the stakeholders 
meeting had been flawed. 

Because of discrepancies 
in the fractional votes of 
the first round it was 
decided to call for a fresh 
baliot with the numbers 
tounded off. 

Vella said there was no 
need to call a second vote, 
which had been passed 46- 
14 with the required 75 per 
cent majority. 

But counsel for Soccer 
Australia Jeff Sher QC told 
the court that according to 
sworn affadavits from 17 
people who were present at 
the meeting, Vella had been 
the person who moved for 
the second vote. 

According to Sher, 
Vella’s account of the 
meeting given in his 
affidavit was contradictory, 


and failed to mention that 
he had moved for the 
second vote, 

“It’s a tissue of lies,” he 
said. 

Vella told the court he 
was acting without legal 
counsel after his lawyer 
withdrew. 

He said that after 
meeting the 15-member 
Eagles board and talks 
between the two sides 
Thursday and early Friday 
morning, he had decided 
that he had to act in the 
best interests of the game, 

“I came here today to 
withdraw — we are 
prepared to discuss about 
making an agreement,” 
Vella said. 

“It’s for the good of the 
game. I have been a good 
servant to the game all my 
life.” 

Mr Justice Whitlam 
dismissed the case on 
consent and awarded costs 
to Soccer Australia.

“We have told the clubs that we 
have the option of going ‘solo’, but clearly it 
is not what we are wanting to do” said Arena 
chairman Nick Tana in a radio interview. “I 
do not believe the clubs should stand in the 
way of the soccer public in WA, but if they 
don’t accommodate what we are required to 
do, then we will go directly to the players 
and purchase them outright. It is not just 
players who will lose out, it is the spectators 
who will suffer the most”. he said. 

Arena are hoping to engage a coach mid- 
October, then the player selection will begin 
immediately. As yet, there has been no 
announcement made of a playing venue, 
although the ideally situated Lake Monger 
Velodrome, Dorrien Gardens and 
Macedonia Park are believed to be the main 
contenders.

Why it is necessary to 
have a ‘planned’ league

M2’ people have 
criticised the 
‘planning’ of the new 
national league, the A- 
League. 

They point at Europe 
where in most countries, 
clubs are automatically 
promoted and relegated. 

But, they overlook the 
fact that these are long- 
established, fully- 
professional leagues which 
stand on a solid base of 
semi-professionalism., 

Furthermore, the clubs 
have an easier time of it 
than they do here. 

There is no country in 
Europe where Association 
Football isn’t the number 
one game. 

Even in the tiny 
principality of Wales where 
Tugby is very big, they still 
manage to support three 
fully-professiona!l soccer 
clubs. 

Personally I don’t know 
of any cases in the whole of 
Europe where a club has had 
to drop out of a National 
League during or even 
before the season has begun, 
through financial difficulties. 

This of course happened 
here with Newcastle 
Breakers before the 94-95 
edition even kicked off. 

Yet, despite this, Soccer 
Australia has decided to give 
the Breakers and an outfit 
called Canberra Cosmos a 
‘leg-up’ into the new 
national league. 

Consequently we are 
about to see a nicely 
balanced league with three 
clubs from Sydney, two 
from Melbourne, two from 
Adelaide and one from 
Brisbane. One from 
Victoria’s Latrobe Valley 
and three from medium- 
sized provincial centres in 
eastern Australia. 

All nice and neat and 


rather artificial but 
unfortunately — necessary! 

Why? Because, if you 
were to let nature take its 
course and leave it all up to 
automatic promotion and 
relegation, you would 
inevitably end up with the 
following scenario. 

Within a few seasons we 
would see a national league 
made up entirely of clubs 
from Sydney, Melbourne 
and Adelaide. Left to their 
own devices, Canberra, 
Newcastle, Wollongong, and 
even Brisbane would not 
stand a chance. 

As for ever seeing a club 
from Perth — forget it! 
How do I know this? It’s 
common sense and logical, 
because Sydney, Melbourne 
and Adelaide each have 
More than one National 
League club already within 
their boundaries. 

Which means footballers 
will head for these centres 


—__._____ like moths head for lights. 


For example, given a 
choice, any talented player 
will choose one of the three 
big centres because, if he 
fails with his chosen club 
and they decide to get rid of 
him, he still has the 
alternative of going to 
another club within that 
city, 

He doesn’t have to 
uproot his family, sell his 
home and leave his job. 

Whereas that is precisely 
what he would have to do if 
his career did not work out 
in a ‘mono-club’ city like 
Brisbane, Newcastle, 
Wollongong or Canberra. It 
will take a very brave or 
foolish footballer to take his 
family out to Perth knowing 
that if the coach doesn’t like 
his face, he has to travel all 
the way back east again — if 
he wants to stay in the 
game. 

When we have a fully- 
professional league in 


Australia then we can start 
talking about automatic 
promotion and relegation. 

A player will be more 
prepared to head out to 
Perth {or Brisbane) with a 
proper contract which, if he 
has a decent solicitor, will 
ensure that he is well- 
compensated if things do 
not work out, 

Lance Librandi’s letter 
(19 September edition ), 
when looked at closely, 
Teally confirms my point. 

He suggests two national 
divisions of ten teams in 
each, with automatic 
promotion and relegation. 
His ‘A’ League would be 
made up of the following 
teams. 

Sydney Area: United, 
Marconi and Wollongong. 

Melbourne- Area: 
Knight’s, Souths and 
Morwell. 

Adelaide: City and West. 

The remaining two berths 
he gives to Brisbane 
Breakers and Perth! 

At the end of the first 
season, it wouldn’t be 
unexpected to see the last 
two relegated and if for 
example, Melbourne Zebras 
and Sydney Olympic won the 
promotion spots in Division 
two — we would very soon 
have that ‘A’ League of 
Sydney/Melbourne/Adelaide 
clubs. 

If this were a soccer 
country, you could just let 
things develop naturally. 

Sports clubs from 
medium-sized regional 
centres usually do well when 
their citizens get behind 
them — just look at the 
Brisbane, Canberra and 
Newcastle rugby league 
clubs. 

On the other hand 
Brisbane, Canberra and 
Newcastle soccer clubs. get 
very little from their own 
citizens and will always 
struggle if left to their own

surgery in London 


occeroo Ned Zelic’s 

frustrating start to a 
career in the English 
Premier League must wait 
at least another four 
weeks after he underwent 
knee surgery in London 
last week 

Zelic (left) has played less 
than 30 minutes for Queens 
Park Rangers (in a pre 
season match) after 
becoming the club’s record 
signing when he joined from 
German club Borussia 
Dortmund for $A2.66 
million. 

A summer of drought 
turned the normaily lush and 
cushioned English pitches 
rock hard, aggravating the 
midfielder’s chronic knee 
problems. 

“I should be back in four 


to five weeks. I’ll be able to 
start light running in 10 days 
or so,” Zelic said. 

“It’s definitely been 
frustrating, but that’s the 
way it goes. It’s been really 
disappointing and has left me 
feeling a bit depressed and 
I’m just keen now to get 
back into it. { hope this is the 
start of something new.” 

Zelic had some of the 
meniscus taken from his left 
knee, which exploratory 
surgery found was causing 
constant swelling. The QPR 
training ground in Ealing, 
west London, is particularly 
hard and after one training 
session the knee was 
severely swollen. 

After weeks battling the 
swelling with little progress, 
Zelic decided then it was time 


for more surgery following 
two cartilage operations in 
the last two years. 

“That ground is really 
hard, and when there was all 
that swelling, I knew 
something was not right, so I 
thought it was best to have it 
looked at. I’m glad the 
doctor has fixed it up, he said 
it should be okay now,” he 
said.

Playing 
three rounds is going to give 
some teams an unfair 
advantage. 

In every ‘pairing’, one 
club is going to play two 
matches at home and only 
one away. 

I think his solution to

Northern and Southern 
Divisions is the perfect 
answer. Our governing 
bodies are not noted for 
listening to the voices from 
the grass-roots but in this 
case David Hill, having just 
scrambled out of one 
cesspit, would be well 
advised to look carefully 
where he treads next.

t the end of the 
Ase World War 

in 1945, men and 
women Were often very far 
from their homeland, This 
had a dramatic effect on 
competitions in Europe, 
regarded then as offering 
the best of football. 

Thousands of servicemen 
and women from Australia 
were in Europe with army, 
navy and airforce 
units,.others were being 
released from Prisoner of 
War camps not only in 
Europe but in Malaysia, 
Singapore and Japan. 

British troops, seamen and 
airmen were in the Pacific 
having been deployed to 
defeat the Japanese. 

Many members of the 
armed forces continued to 
serve in Japan and Germany 
as occupying powers. 

The sheer size of the 
logistical task associated with 
transporting all these people 


Football in 1945 


back to their homelands was 
huge. 

In Britain football grounds 
had been bombed by German 
aircraft. Most notable was 
Old Trafford home of 
Manchester United however 
many others were unusable in 
1945. 

Very few of the grounds 
had been maintained during 
the six years of conflict and 
were in a poor state of repair. 
Some had even been used as 
storage depots for military 
equipment. 

Consequently official 
football did not resume in 
Britain until August 1946. 

Games were played with 
Northern, Midlands and 
Southern divisions to 
minimise travel requirements. 

Amazingly numbering of 
players had been introduced 
in Britain in 1939. It was 
therefore a strange 
phenomena in the 1946-47 


season for the fans to see 
their favourite player wearing 
a number on his back. 

During 1944 a delegation 
of representatives of the four 
‘home’ countries. i.e. 
England, Wales, Northern 
Ireland and Scotland 
approached the Board of 
Trade for an allocation of 
clothing coupons. These 
coupons were then given to 
the senior clubs in those four 
countries for them to be able 
to purchase shirts, shorts, 
socks, boots, balls and other 
essentials of pieces of 
equipment. 

Clothing coupons were 
issued to all residents of 
Britain during the War. They 
were.used for the purchase of 
shoes, shirts, trousers, skirts, 
dresses and only allowed 
people to buy minimal 
quantities of clothes. 

Food and petrol were 
among other commodities

severely rationed. 

In the Midlands Wartime 
Cup Final of 1944, played 
over two legs, West 
Bromwich Albion won 6-5 
over Nottingham Forest. The 
score after extra time was 3-3 
making the aggregate 5-5. 
Additional time was played, 
Albion’s Ike Clarke scoring 
‘the golden goal’ after 9 
minutes. 

During the War years the 
average attendence. was 
around the 9000 mark at the 
Hawthornes, home of the 
Albion. Contrast that with 
nearly 20,000 a game in the 
1945/46 season which 
followed the same 
atrangements exactly as the 
previous six years. 

Albion had two players 
killed in World War Two. Six 
other players were also 
seriously wounded. 

England players pay was 
sanctioned by the football 
League to be 30 shillings a 
match for seasons 1939-40 to 
1942-43. In 1945-46 it has 
Teached 4 pounds. 

Contrast that to Reg Date 
playing for Canterbury in 
Sydney who was handsomely 
tewarded with 50 pounds a 
week. 

Fourty-eight players 
Tepresented West Brom in 
1942-43. 

Tt makes one wonder how 
clubs arranged registrations 
in those dark days. Guest 
players were allowed — non- 
registered — but probably 
posted temporarily with their 
service unit near to the club. 
For example Albion. used 42 
guest players between 1939 
and 1946.

Speers Point, Belmont 
Oval, Crystal Palace, 
Cessnock Sports Ground 
were in use in the Newcastle 
area, 

Challenge games were 
played during the season 
between teams from the two 
divisions.

n the Canterbury team, 
ekspicdaant in their 
Black and Gold colours, 
was Reg Date. Date went on 
to score 197 in only three 
seasons with Canterbury. 

Alf Quill wore the Red 
colours of Wallsend. Quill 
finished his career with over 
800 goals. 

Ken Grieves was 
Leichhardt-Annandale’s 
goalie. This was before he 
left Australia to settle in 
Lancashire, England where

L.M.M. Quested (Len) 
played under the White and 
Blue of H.M.S. Golden Hind.

The Royal Navy had a depot 
at Warwick Farm which was 
called H.M.S. Golden Hind. 

Len Quested later played 
first Division football in 
England for Sheffield 
Wednesday while Joe 
Marston was just starting his 
career with Leichhardt- 
Annandale. 

Marston quickly made his 
mark and was one of the first 
soccer exports from 
Australia to England. He 
played in the Preston North 


End Cup Final Team of 1949 
against West Bromwich 
Albion. Unfortunately Joe 
was on the losing side by 3 
goals to 1. 

The NSW State Cup was 
due to kick off on the 7th 
July with Round One being 
zoned. Within the two 
divisions, teams were to play 
each other. 

There was a hope that the 
actual cup would be the 
Gardiner Cup which had last 
been played for in 1928. This 
Cup first came into play in 
1888. However difficulties 
were experienced in 1945 
because the Gardiner Cup 
was only for competition 
between amateur teams, 

An interesting quote from 
‘The (Sydney) Sun’ of May 


Reg Daie: Prolific goalscorer with Canterbury. 


15th is as follows: ‘State 
Soccer League Secretary 
(Mr. D. McLaren) anounced 
that before the start of the 
Golden Hind versus 
Canterbury match he would 
assemble the players and 
explain the miles. 

Tt would be better to give 
the Golden Hind team a 
copy of the Referees’ Chart 
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and Players Guide to the 
laws of the game. 

Other visiting Soccer 
teams have not found our 
interpretation of the laws 
contrary to their own. It 
appears that Golden Hind 
are determined to dispute the 
referees rulings.’

Juventus missed a 
chance to join them when 
they failed to score at 
home against Cagliari in a 
match that finished 0-0. 

A rare goal from French 
midfielder Marcel Desailly, 
his third in 47 league 
appearances, and Roberto 
Baggio’s second league 
goal since leaving Juventus 
set Milan on their way. 
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Unsettled striker Paolo 
Di Canio, linked with 
Blackburn Rovers, scored 
Milan’s third goal in 
stoppage time. 

Lazio lie fourth on eight 
points after letting slip a 2- 
0 half-time lead against 
Udinese after conceding 
two goals in the last 20 
minutes. 

Raffaele Ametrano put 
his side back in the game 
with a 72nd minute chip 
over Luca Marchegiani 
before German striker 
Oliver Bierhoff claimed a 
dramatic 88nd minute 
equaliser. 

Lazio’s day was further 
soured by the 83rd minute 
sending-off of international 
striker Pierluigi Casiraghi. 

The point lifts newly 
promoted Udinese into 
fifth place in the league 
standings, alongside 
Parma. 

Roma’s coach Carlo 
Mazzone will breath a sigh 
of relief after second-half 
substitute Daniel 
Fonseca’s deflected 
freekick brought his side 
their first league victory of 
the season, 1-0 over 
Cremonese despite having 
midfielders Francesco 
Moriero and Luigi Di 
Biagio sent off. 

Blame for Parma’s 
humiliating 3-0 defeat at 
Sampdoria last weekend 
was laid squarely at the

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George Weah and Marcel Desailly: Weah did not score but Desailly struck in the 25th minute.

Against Fiorentina both 
answered their critics in 
emphatic style. 

First, Scala decided to 
drop his three-man 
frontline in favour of the 
4-4-2 tactics that has taken 
his side to three European 
finals in the past three 
seasons.

Maradona, bought by 
Barcelona of Spain for six 
million dollars in 1982 and 
sold for a then world record 
10.5 million dollars to 
Napoli two years later, was 
at his peak from 1986 to 
1990. 

He inspired Napoli to 
two Italian league titles and 
the Italian and UEFA Cups 
as well as winning the 


World Cup in 1986 where 
he never owned up to his 
‘Hand of God’ goal against 
England in the quarter- 
finals. 

Heavy drinking, drugs 
and persistent ankle injuries 
led to his decline and 
although he played in a bad- 
tempered Argentina side 
which reached the 1990 
World Cup final, tosing to 
Germany, he seemed to be 
In an unstoppable 
downward spiral.

pinions about Jean-Marc 
Bosman as a footballer 
were unanimous. 

He was a highly promising 
youngster who captained the 
Belgium youth team but later 
failed to fulfil his initial 
promise. 

He nevertheless became a 
capable professional player, 
possibly lacking in aggression. 

Opinions about him as a 
soccer revolutionary are far 
more wide-ranging. 

Thousands involved in the 
European game will be directly 
affected by the opinion given by 
Carl Otto Lenz, the advocate- 
general of the European Court 
of Justice whose interim ruling 
last week will probably bring an 
end to soccer’s transfer system 
that has existed for more than a 
century. 

The proposed change would 
probably never have come to 
court if Bosman had moved 


from FC Liege to French side 
Dunkirk without a hitch in 1990. 
But instead the transfer fell 
through. 

In 1988, Liege had signed 
Bosman for $A133,100 

Tt wanted$A1.06 million from 
Dunkirk for him up front, and 
when Dunkirk refused, Liege 
pulled out of the deal.Under 
Belgian rules they were able to 
cut Bosman’s wages by 75 per 
cent and effectively suspend him 
from playing for both them and 
any other club. 

Although under British rules 
he could have demanded a free 
transfer, under Belgian rules he 
was stuck, 

Unable to play and with time 
on his: hands, he began to 
examine his case closely and 
decided to pursue it through the 
courts. 

Along the way his marriage 
broke up, he became bankrupt 
and, now 30, he may or may not 


play out the remaining years of 
his career in the lower divisions 
of the Belgian league. 

As a footballer he may have 
become something of a 
Nonentity, but his name and 
image will certainly become 
very familiar over the next few 
months — if not years. 

Already opinion is widely 
split over Bosman’s case, a final 
ruling on which is expected 
early next year. 

Some people believe that in 
pursuing his own self-interest 
Bosman has brought to an end a 
system that worked very well. 

Others feel he has liberated 
the players who, at the top level 
at least, stand to make a great 
deal of money. 

Frans Meulemans, the legal 
expert of the Belgian football 
association, is quoted as saying 
in Het Volk: “I had expected 
this opinion. This advocate- 
general Lenz knows nothing 


about sports. They want to 
destroy the associations, and the 
clubs, and therefore the sport 
itself.” 

in England, the powerful 
agent Eric Hall heralded the 
decision with glee. 

“Perhaps now football 
chairmen will come into the real 
world. If you rent a television 
you can walk away when the 
agreement is up. Footballers 
couldn’t do that, but they can 
now. 

“Clubs will try to sign 17 or 
18-year-olds on a seven or 
eight-year contract. If these 
players are any good they will 
be sold at a nice profit. The 
smaller clubs will benefit.” 

Bosman will never be 
universally acclaimed as a hero, 
nor will he universally be 
condemmed. The only thing for 
sure is that he will be 
remembered for a very long 
time.

“We don't understand 
who needed a provocation of 
this kind against our club. 
Dynamo Kiey is a club with 
a tremendous tradition 
behind it. It is the pride of 
the Ukranian people ... we 
are convinced that time will 
put everything in its proper 
place.” 

Before being called in to 
hear the decision, Igor Surkis 
— Grigory’s younger 
brother — said the affair had 
become a “national tragedy 
in Ukraine, similar in its 
effect to the Chernobyl 
nuclear reactor disaster in 
1986. How can the word of 
one man be accepted against 
us?” he asked. 

Dynamo executives have 
maintained their innocence 
of the bribery charges and 


Ukrainian President Leonid 
Kuchma appealed to UEFA 
to postpone the ban on 
Dynamo pending an 
investigation. 

In a letter to UEFA, 
Kuchma said he had 
instructed Ukraine’s public 
prosecutor to conduct an 
urgent inquiry into the 
matter. 

An official close to the 
Dynamo team said the 
decision was a disaster not 
only for club officials,”but 
for all the players who could 
see their careers seriously 
affected or even ruined” 

Babychuk and Igor Surkis 
were alleged to have offered 
Spanish referee Antonio 
Lopez Nieto and other match 
officials expensive fur hats 
and coats before a European 
Club Champions League 
match in Kiev on September 
13, 

Dynamo Kiev won the 
game against Panathinaikos 
of Greece 1-0, but last 
Wednesday UEFA annulled

UEFA spokesman 
Salvatore Cucco said the 
decision by the five-member 
disciplinary committee was 
unanimous and the hearing 
had gone on for five hours 
because the president of the 
meeting — leading German 
iawyer Wilhem Hennes — 
wanted to give all parties 
involved adequate time to 
put their case. 

Members of the UEFA 
committee declined to 
comment directly and 
Spanish referee Lopez Nieto 
left for home well before the 
decision wes announced. 

Grigory Surkis said Lopez 
Nieto had become confused 
in his explanation during the 
hearing. 

“We are sure the referee 
became even more confused 
in his explanation. We think 
our arguments today 
deserved a better fate,” 
Surkis said, 

Newspapers in Kiev have 

salleged the incident was a 


“provocation” — staged to 
discredit Dynamo. 

In Communist days, the 
club was one of the most

UEFA announced that the Danes would replace Dynamo 
Kiev in this season’s European Cup Champions League. 

“UEFA decided to invite Aalborg to replace Dynamo 
Kiev,” the European Football Union’s cup competition 
committee said in a statement. 

Aalborg were eliminated from the champions’ 
competition by Dynamo Kiey in a preliminary round and 
had been widely expected to fill the vacant berth, 

UEFA have declared the Panathinaikos match, which 
Dynamo won 1-0, null and void, although sanctions like 
yellow cards and suspensions remain in force. 

The substitute fixture between Aalborg and the Greek 
champions is scheduled for October 25. 

Aalborg may take heart from their national 
counterparts, Denmark were a late substitute at the 1992 
European championships for Yugoslavia — and won the 


FIFA 
RE-OPENS 
BRIBERY 
PROBE 


The European Football 
Union (UEFA) announced 
last week it is to reopen its 
enquiry into match-rigging 
by former French champion 
Olympique Marseille. 

Marseille was relegated to 
the French Second Division 
and banned from defending 
the European Cup it won in 
May 1993 in the wake of the 
match-rigging scandal in the 
French league. 

Now UEFA is to reopen 
the case following allegations 
that corruption by Marseille 
officials was even more 
widespread. 

UEFA secretary general 
Gerhard Aigner said that: 
“Articles have appeared in 
the press recently claiming 
corruption in Olympique 
Marseille’s European Cup 
matches. It is UEFA’s duty 
to investigate them.” 

In September, French 
international Jean-Pierre 
Papin was quoted by the 
Ttalian media as saying that 
two AC Milan players were 
bribed in the 1993 European 
Cup final which Marseille 
won 1-0. 

He later denied the 
allegations, claiming he had 
been misrepresented by the 
newspapers. 

In the original match- 
rigging, Bernard Tapie, the 
then president of Olympique 
Marseille, was found guilty 
of bribing opposition players 
to throw a match against 
Valenciennes five days 
before the European Cup 
final. 

Tapie, a former French 
socialist government 
minister, was sentenced to a 
two year, with one year 
suspended, jail sentence. He 
is appealing against the 
verdict.

English First Division

Juan Pizzi, Argentine-born but a naturalised Spaniard, 
thrust Spain to a 2-1 win over Argentina in a high-quality 
soccer friendly in the Vicente Calderon stadium, Madrid, 
last Wednesday. 

Pizzi put Spain ahead after 35 minutes and substitute Julen 
Guerrero scored the second in the 68th minute, Argentina 
cutting the deficit through Ariel Ortega with 10 minutes left. 

The result underlined Spain’s status as a leading contender 
for next year’s European Championships in England, for which 
they have already virtually qualified. 

By contrast, the defeat puts more pressure on embattled 
Argentine coach Daniel Passarella, in the wake of failure in the 
recent South American championship and the growing 
controversy about his ban on long-haired players, 

Passarella has provoked a storm of criticism, led by banned 
former captain Diego Maradona, for leaving out talented Real 
Madrid midfielder Fernando Redondo because of his flowing 
locks. Redondo was missed as the Spaniards threaded a series 
of penetrating moves through the central midfield channel 
normally controlled by the Real man. 

Spain created several good chances in an attractive first half 
but it needed, ironically, Argentine-born Pizzi to break down 
the resolute visiting defence. Javier Manjarin centred from the 
right for Pizzi to head home unmarked. 

Spain continued to dominate after the break and it was no 
surprise when Guerrero added a second after a shot from the 
purposeful Alfonso Perez had fallen kindly for him. just three 
metres out. 

The rapid young Spanish forwards were threatening to 
overwhelm the creaking Argentine defence, and Alfonso and 
Manjarin both came close to putting away a third. 

Argentina, however, finally came to life in the dying 
minutes. Talented yet frustrating playmaker Ortega reduced 
the deficit on a Batistuta pass, and then fellow River.Plate 
midfielder Marcelo Gallardo saw his attempted equaliser 
touched over by veteran goalkeeper Andoni Zubizarreta.

He guided the club to 
promotion and followed 
that by securing 
England's Premicr 
League title last season 
for the first time in 81 
years, 

Tn the summer he shed 
his tracksuit to become 
director of football, with 
assistant Ray Harford
